Mrs. Batterman was aged forty-five 


years and was the mother of two chil- 
dren, aged eight and ten years respec- 
tively. 
V/it'n the assistance of her 


housekeeper, Mrs. Lindsay, the mother 
put her little ones to bed as usual last. 
nigh.t, and then went to her own room 
to retire. To all appearances she was 
in her usual spirits and there was no 
hint of the tragedy to come. 
This 


morning Mrs. Lindsay noticed a strong 
odor of gas coming from her mistress' 
room. She tried the door and found 
it locked. Unable to force an entrance 
alone, she summoned Mrs. M. E. Sell, 
mother of Mrs. Batterman, who resided 
a few doc-i'ii away. Mother and house- 
keeper then burst open the dooi and 
were horrified to find the dea/* body of 
Mrs. Batterman in the bed. There was 
no npte or sijrn to hint of suicide. -Only 
the open gas jet and the deadly odors 
of the g-as told the manner in whi?Ji 
the grim reaper had arrived, 


Drs. Reinhardt and Hadden 
were 


summoned, but when they arrived life 
was extinct and the Coroner was noti- 
fied of the death. An Inquest will be 
held to determine, if possible, whether- 
the demise of the unfortunate woman 
was due to deliberate purpose or acci- 
dent. 


Besides her parents and her two 


children, Mrs. Batterman leaves sur- 
viving a brother, Walter Sell, who 
resides in Seattle. 
On the death of 


her husband four years ago, deceased 
was left possessed 
of 
considerable 


property. She was a graduate oi the 
University o£ California; as was her 
husband. Both w«re .widely acquaint- 
ed in Berkeley. 


"Mrs. Batterman always bore her af- 


flictions with... fortitude," 
said 
Mrs. 


Lindsay this morning, "and I- am cer- 
tain that death must have been due to 
an accident. Some time ago she lost 
all sense of smell, and had she left the 
gas turned en accidentally she would 
have been unaware of the fact even 
though awake. 
She gave absolutely 


no hint of intending to end her lite."

pointed. It was agreed accordingly to

KELLER HOLDS ON. 


Meantime, Keller holds that he is 


still Horticultural Commissioner on 
the ground that he was not removed 
in a legal manner. He holds, as a 
consequence, that he is still entitled 
to pay. This allegation he made after 
Sev!$>erger's appointment, holding that 
thai appointment and his own removal 
were not made in accordance with the 
law which requires a petition to that 
effect to be filed in each instance, be- 
fore either removal 
or 
appointment 


cc,p be made. 
Later a petition was filed asking for 
Seulberger's appointment. This was 
signed by a number of persons who 
were represented to be horticulturists. 
Today Keller attacked this petition, 


asserting that a number of the sign- 
ers were not horticulurists and that 
others were not taxpaj'ers, both 
of 


which, he alleges, are requirements of 
the lav;. 


Keller was not present at the meet- 
ing of the Supervisors today on the 
ground that he had not been notified 
to appear. 
When the subject matter 
was continued until next week, 
the 
clerk was instructed to notify Keller 
to be present at that time. 


KELLER'S PROTEST. 


Keler's protest of today ran as fol- 
lows: 


"Oakland, Cal., April 3rd, 190S. 


"To the Honorable Board of Super- 
visors. Gentlemen: I most 
respec- 


tively beg leave to call your attention 
to a petition which was filed before 
your honorable boarc 
March 
27th', 


1905, 
signed by twenty-five or more 
alleged archardists of this county, for 
my removal from the position of Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner of this coun- 
ty."After an examination of the said 
petition, and a review of the assess- 
ment roll of this county, it is apparent 
that the petition is null and void. 


"The petitioners are not orchardista 
nor free-holders, and, furthermore, the 
law of this State provides that the 
Horticultural Commissioner, or 
any 


commissioner of the county, 
cannot 


be removed except on a peition of 
twenty-flve freeholders and orchard- 
ists of the ronnty. 


"Before removal, there must be 
square and impartial 


torlly so I have, as far as possible, 
placed there colonies of 'Australian 
ladybird' also known as Vedalia Card- 
inialis. In 
one instance, where the 
parasite, which method we find more 
satisfactory than we do the spraying 
of the tree, has been at work for seven 
weeks, the scales are almost eradicat- 
ed. 


DECIDUOUS ORCHARDS. 


"The South African internal para- 
site Scutellista Cyanea) of the black 
scale has been successfully Introduced, 
and, this year, I intend distributing 
them among the deciduous orchards of 
my districj and hope', in this way, to 
rid the trees entirety .of this -pest and, 
at the same time, save the ffult-grow- 
ers the great expense of spraying the 
trees. 


"I find that the oranges and lemons 


which 
are shipped into this county 


from the South, have all been fumigat- 
ed before shipping and, witn a' very 
few exceptions, are In very good con- 
dition. I hope in the near future, with 
the assistance of the other two com- 
missionersfi Messrs. Barry of Miles, 
and Webb of Hayward to -"islt all the 
orchards in the county. In this way, 
we hope to keep in touch with the 
orchardists and give them all the as- 
sistance possible.

reorganization of the commission, the 
reasons therefor and the particulai du- 
ttes to be assigned to each commis- 
sioner. The first reads as follows: 


THE SALARY. 


"The President has made an order 


allowing a salary of $7,500, with trav- 
eling expenses, to each member of the 
commission and to the chairman of the 
commission tho additional compensa- 
tion of $22,500; to the chief engineer 
the additional compensation of $17,- 
500, and to the Governor of the zone 
the additional compensation of S10,- 
000. 
The head of each department is 


allowed the use of a furnished house 
on the Isthmus and his traveling ex- 
penses when traveling on the business 
of the commission. 


"The total is $102,500. The salaries 


and allowances under the former com- 
mission amounted to 5120,000. 
The 


total compensation of the Governor of

IMMENSE BURDEN.

TAFT'S LETTER. 


Secretary Taft's letter to the Presi- 


dent is as follows: 


"War

"Mr. President- In the matter of the 


reorganization of the machine by which 
the Panama Canal is to be built, I beg 
first to call your attention to the ex- 
treme importance of fixing a definite 
plan with respect to which yon may 
feel reasonably certain, first that it can 
be practically executed and will result 
in a. navigable canal, and second, that I committee, as neaily constituted.' 


should, therefore, appoint an executive 
committee, to be constituted and em- 
powered as hereafter stated." 


Tne Secretary then states in detail 


his plan for the division of the vvoik 
into departments and leasons there- 
for, 
all of which details are accepted 


and set forth in the President's order. 


The letter concludes as lollows. 
"Ihe 
change oC headquarters and 
power from "Washington to the Isth- 
mus will doubtless lequire a radical 
change m the office of the commission 
in "Washington. I am quite sure that 
gieatei economy and more satisfac- 
toiy methods of accounting can be se- 
emed than now exist. Machinery for 
purchase ot supplies and a force suffi- 
cient to maintain a duplicate set of 
accounts and the necessary correspon- 
dence must necessarily be maintained 
in Washington, but little else Is need- 
ed. But these changes ~md"y~&are'ly"be 
left to the commission and executive 


the navigable canal will be the one best 
adapted to the demands which may be 
made on it by the commerce of the 
world. 


"The act of Congress evidently con- 


templates a canal with locks, the cost 
of which shall be In the neighborhood 
of $200,000,000, including the money al- 
ready expended. It is quite within the 
bounds of possibility that the best form 
of canal will be a sea level canal with 
a tidal lock only- at one end of it, and 
that the cost of it may exceed the $200,- 
000,000 In the mind of Congress by at 
least $100,000.000 more.

struction carried on by the commission 
on the Isthmus. 


"2—The custody of all the supplies 


and plants of the commission on the 
Isthmus. 


"3—The practical operation of the 


railroad on the Isthmus, with the spec- 
ial view to its utilization in canal con- 
struction work. 


"4—He shall reside on the Isthmus 
and devote his entire time to the serv- 
ice except which granted leave of ab- 
sence by the Secretary of War." 


All officers or employes shall tie ap- 


pointed and their salaries shall be fix 
ed by the head of the department in 
which they are engaged. 
Their ap- 


pointment and salary shall be subject 
to the approval either of the commis- 
sion or, It the commission is not in 
session, of the executive committee. 
The executive employment of laborers 
where the contract of employment is 
made in the United States or outside 
of the Isthmus, shall be negotiated and 
concluded by

commission subject to the approval of 
the executive committee. 
Where tne 


employment is effected on the Isthmus 
it shall be conducted under the super- 
vsion of the engineer, sufcject to the 
approval of the executive committee.

Contracts for the purchase of sup- 


plies or of the construction Involving 
an estimated

10.000 shall only «je made after due 
public advertisement In newspapers of

der, except in case of emergency, when 
with the approval of the secretary of 
war, advertising 
may be dispensed 


with. In the making of contracts for 
supplies or construction involving an 
estimated' expenditure of more than 
$10,000 and less than $20,000 competi- 
tive bids should be secured by invita- 
tion or advertisement whenever prac- 
ticable. 
As soon as practicable after the date 


of this order the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, as hereafter constituted, shall 
hold a. session in the city of Washington 
for the general purposes of organization 
under this order and for the Important 
purposes of preparing the number and 
character of 
officers 
and employes to 


serve in the city of Washington in the 
work of the commission 
The commis- 


sion is especially charged with the duty 
of maintaining a complete system of ac- 
counts on the isthmus, which shall be

CIVIL ENGINEERS. 


There will hereafter be appointed by 


the President nine civil engineers of the 
highest standing, having experience In 
work o£ canal construction and hydrau- 
lics, to constitute a boaid of consulting 
engineers, to which will be submitted by 
the Isthmian Canal Commission for its 
consideration and advice the important 
engineering questions arising in the se- 
lection of the best plan for the con-

In the trial of the suit of Mrs. Joanna 


Horton against the Sunset Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, Attorney George B. 
De_ Golla this morning began the argu- 
ment on a motion for a non-suit oh be- 
half of the telephone company. With the. 
close of the case last Thursday, Attorney 
Stanley Moore announced to the court 
that he rested the case for Mrs.. Horton, 
the evidence for his side of the" case hav- 
ing all been presented. 
At the opening of the court this morn- 
ing Attorney De Golfa announced to Judge 
Ellsworth that he wished to .make a mo- 
tion for a non-suit upon thdfcground that 
Horace Horton, who was killed by taking 
hold of the telephone wires coming down 
the side of his house, had not shown the 
proper "and ordinary care. It Is expected 
that his argument will probably consume 
most of the day. 
While it is claimed ty Attorneys Moore 
and Langan & Langan, for Mrs. Horton, 
that tlie -telephone company - was crim- 
inally careless In stringing its wires in 
such close proximity to heavily charged 
electric light wires that it could become 
charged and carry a current of sufficient 
voltage to kill a man, De GoLia Is now 
arguing to the court that this Is not the 
point .at issue, but that Horton, in tak- 
ing hold of the wires, brought death upon 
himself and that there Is no recourse. 
It was shown by the testimony of the 
case that the telephone had been con- 
stantly ringing and causing a disturbance, 
and the query was asked by Judge Ells- 
worth whether, in this case .a. man did not 
have a right to abate a nuisance.

Is not to blame for such an ac- [ 
cldent: that it put its wires as is ordlnar- i 
lljfc done and that if its wires became 
crossed or charged in any way it was ac- 
cidental and that if Horton had exercised |- 
proper precaution he would have been 
alive today,,.

The answer of Mrs. Horton's attorneys , 
to this is that the wires were strung so 
that uTey came down the' side of the 1 
house without insulation to within a short 
distance of the ground, where they could 
be easily taken hold of by anyone.

It is 
a struggle that is staining the annals of Russia with shocking crimes, 
but nevertheless the Russian people are slowly but surely progressing 
—jomehmes groping blindly in mystic creeds and political delusions 
-^-toward a higher and freer civilization. 
They are passing through 


turmoil, bloodshed and crime, but the advance is resistless, if slow and 
often like the stagger of a drunken man. In the end the iron ring of 
despotism which holds 130,000,000 people in thrall will be broken. 


Rev. Dr. Clampett, Rector of Trinity > Church, San Francisco, 


denies the Biblical story of the Creation. liuwill make little differ- 
ence with the story. It got the start of Dr. Clampett by several 
thousand years, and it is so far ahead by this time that no San Fran- 
cisco man is likely to overtake 'it.

The new organization \\ill have the good wishes of the peo- 
ple of Oakland, for Contra Costa county is largely tributary to th'rs 
city, and there is naturally a commercial and geographical affinity 
between that county and Alameda. 


The University Farm Again. 


The Santa Rosa Republican, which is vociferously insisting that 


the University farm should be located in Sonoma county—a county of 
good land and good people, by the way—sajs: 


"We take it that the University will not suffer one whit if the 


farm be located in Sonoma county, or Yolo or San Joaqum county, 
for that matter, instead of in one of the many valleys in Alameda or 
Contra Costa county. And really, from the student's point of %icw, 
there might be a decided advantage in attending instruction given at 
a farm which was removed from all the lures which abound at Berke- 
ley and the neighboring cities." 


The Sacramento Union is more frank than our other interior con- 


temporaries in discussing this matter. It admits that locating the 
farm at a distance from the University ,is a drawback, which will prob- 
ably require the rcmo-val of the Agricultural College to the farm This 
concedes the point for which THE TRIBUNE has been contending, 
namely, that the scheme to locate the farm at a great distance from 
the Universit\ is the entering wedge of disruption. It means two 
institutions instead of one, an unnecessary rivalry, additional expense 
and the injection of geographical politics into the administration of the 
University's affairs. 


The statement that this paper has been "placed in the position of 


defending President "Wheeler's views" is gratuitous and without 
point. Because \\e have disagreed \\ith President Wheeler on some 
questions is no reason why \ve should not agree with him when his 
views are sound. Disagreement on some points does not imply that 
there shall be disagreement upon all. Consistency does not call for 
the application of any such rigid and unreasoning rule. When a man 
is right he is none the less right because he has been wrong at other 
times.

The removal of the Agricultural College with laboratories and 


its specialized research into plant and insect life must injure the Uni- 
versity. 
ThTs fact is so plain as to be scarcely debatable. Again we

ROCKERFELLER AND THE AMERICAN BOARD 


Editor TRIBUNE: Since THE TRIBUNE'S last reference to 


John D. Rockerfeller and the American Board 'of Foreign Missions, 
that organization has given to the public an elaborate defense. It is 
two-fold: First, that the church has never passed judgment on the 
sources of the gifts it receives; second, that the non-Christian world 
for whom the money is to be expended should not be made to suffer. 


What were virtues have become sins. The church is not now doing 


a great many things it formerly did; and this is another tiling it will 
abandon doing if, in the judgment of some of its noblest members, it 
would continue to maintain its honored position in the community. 
As for the heathen, will they not "suffer" more in the observance of 
this reprehensible custom than in the abandonment of it? 
What 


tenets can a lax Christianity teach that will invigorate? Deeds are 
louder than creeds. And how about our own home-heathen, who 
are looking curiously at the church evangelical to see what it does 
with this opportunity? Such combinations as the Aldrich-Rockerfel- 
ler aggregation can silence individual protests by silence; but they 
have already abandoned their covert, under the simple suggestion of an 
organized religious disapproval. If they cannot have the church's 
endorsement, they will be content with its tolerance and with that 
glamour of partireps criminis which attends published thanks for its 
division of the plunder. 


There never has appeared any indication that Mr. Rockerfeller, 


who is the soul of the Standard Oil Company, in any way has attain- 
ed even that rudimentary religious intelligence which enables the 
religious world to see his acts as they arc. The latitude is large in 
business circles. "Business is business" is a proverb that covers a 
good deal more than it should. But even "business" condemns the 
dirty Rockerfeller methods as foul and notorious. 


There is one embarassment. 
It now appears that the committee 


aked Rockerfeller for the money. This makes duty hard. 
But we 


all find it so. For instance, it is my duty to apologize for the com- 
parison I made between Rockerfeller and Iscariot. I wish to state that 
I regret the statement. It was not just, and I apologize to a Hebrew, 
who, whatever his transgression, did not deserve this contumely.

BERKELEY. April S.—Assistant Ento- 
mologist Quaylc of the -University has 
been employed to carry on scientific ex- 
periments in the vicinity of San Maleo for 
the purpose of exterminating- the mosqui- 
tose of that district. 
The Burlington Improvement Associa- 
tion has voted $1500 to the cause and, to- 
gether with other appropriations, tho total 
amount will reach about $2000. 
The ex- 
periments have been carried on for about 
a month and so far have met with great 
success, as no more mosquitoes have ap- 
peared. 
One of tho chief methods used by Quaylo 


to exterminate the mosquitoes was to 
cover the surfaces of ponds containing 
mosquitoe larvae with r>il. 
It was found by the University scientist 
that a number of the mosquitoes tha t were 
infesting S:m Mateo came from d?jtricts 
at a considerable distance away. 
The 
ponds in r/ie.se 
places were similiarly 
treated, making the town mosquito-proof 
for miles around. 
While engaged in the work of extcrm1 • 
nating the pests. Entomologist Quayle 
recommended that several bodies of water 
be drained to prevent a recurrence of the 
mosquito evil next year.

while returning to this city from New 
Haven. 
He was severely cut by glass 


from a broken -window and only escaped 
by the narrowest margin from losing the 
top of his head. 
Tho silk hat which he 
wore was cut across us if by a knife 
scarcely more than one-eighth 
of 
an 
inch from the top of his head. 
Mr. "White had a seat in a Pullman, 


two cars - back, from the engine. 
Near 


him if-tit a woman and a child. The train 
was running at a" high rate of speed near 
Hye when it passed a freight train going 
in the opjxjsite direction. 
Suddenly there 
was a crash and a shower of glass and 
bits of wood fell on Mr. White who had 


been reading. His hands and arms were 
severely cut while a piece of plate gUiss 
had cue his silk hat almost in two. The 
former diplomat was dazed by the sud- 
denness of the crash and is still suffering 
from the shock. 
The woman -passenger 
.sitting near by was slig-htlv hurt and 
when the 'train reached New York she 
was sent home in a cab. 


Examination of the car showed that 
something had hit the double window 
opposite where Mr. White was seated.

The OAKLAND TRIBUNE of recent 


dale speaks 
of 
the 
connection of 


George C. Gorham 
with the political 


history of California and refers to that 
which is an absolute fact that neither 
CJorham nor the party that he then 
represented is 
understood. 
That is 


true. 
George C. Gorham is a man of 


unusual brilliancy and early in his po- 
litical lite developed attributes of pow- 
er. 
In his very early lite he formed a 


i friendship at 
Marysville 
with Judge 


• Stephen J. Field; that bond was never 


broken. 
After the death 
of 
Justice 


i Field, Gorham edited a sketch of the 
! life of the friend of his 
youth, and 


! while the publication only reached the 
j hands o£ intimate friends, between the 


lines there could be plainly seen that 
Gorham did all that he could to repay 
a debt. In the article in the TRIB- 
UNJL that refers more particularly to 
the Gubernatorial 
campaign of 1867, 


that paper characterizes' it as one o£ 
the most interesting: stories that ever 
thrilled a reader. 
"Its plots and coun- 


ter plots put the modern novel : to 
shame, and its 
climax 
in the great 


campaign of 1S67, when the Democrats 
swept the State, and Haight defeated 
Gorham for Governor of 
California, 


was as sensational as anything ever 
written." 
The history of that cam- 


paign has never been fully 
written, 


and perhaps never will be. Before the 
"Union Convention two candidates were 
prominent as aspirants for the Repub- 
lican nomination for 
Governor—Gor- 


ham and John Bldwell. They repre- 
sented divergent elements of the party 


j that had been in control of State and 
| National politics since the outbreak of 
I the Civib War. Gorham was the rep- 
resentative of that which had been in 
1S60 
the Republica'n faction; Bidwell 


represented 
the 
Union 
Democrats. 


When the war broke out there was a 
coalition between these two elements 
and the result was the formation of 
a Union Party. 
It was really the 


housing of two elements that could 
not possibly live together in harmony, 
and before the close of the war trou- 
ble came over the division of the pa- 
tronage. 
In 1865, and within a tew 


months after the assassination of Lin- 
coln, the 
first 
serious 
split occur- 


red 
within 
the 
ranks 
of 
the 


Union Party and in a convention that 
was held in this city on July 25th of 
that year there was an open fight.-That 
convention has gone down into history 
as the famous spittoon convention. It 
was held in the present County Court 
House, and at least one man received 
injuries which resulted in his death. 
In 1867 Gorham was nominated for 
Governor by the Union Convention 
on the flrst ballot by a vote of 148 to 
132 for Bidwell, and 
he 
certainly 


earned his spurs. 
He was then a 


young man and ambitious. It is true 
that he resorted to the exercise of 
primary control of politics, but 'he had 
the following of what in this day we 
call the "push" element. He mingled 
with the delegates and solicited their 
support. 
Bidwell, on the other hand, 


was a man much more formal. No one 
could be received into his headquar- 
ters in the Golden Eagle Hotel except 
on the presentation of a card, and it 
is said that that circumstance caused 
him the loss of the nomination. Imme- 
diately after the nomination of Gor- 
ham a call was issued for a State Re- 
publican Convention and. Bid well was 
nominated for Governor, but much to 
his credit it may be recorded that he 
courteously but emphatically declin- 
ed the nomination. Later his place on 
that ticket was filled by the naming 
of Caleb T. Fay. At the election the 
Democratic candidate received forty- 
nine thousand nine hundred and five 
votes; and 
Gorham, forty thousand 


three hundred and fifty-nine, and Fay 
but two thousand and eighty-eight. 
There were three elements that con- 
tributed to the defeat of Gorham, and 
it must be said of him that he made 
a valiant fight. The 
one 
was that 


which has been indicated—the division 
in his. own party. 
. The. second 
was 


that at that time the anti-railroad feel- 
ing came to a head in this state, and 
while the strength of that corporation 
was given him it could .not be over- 
come by the sentiment of hostility that 


at that time existed. 
The third ele- 


ment that intervened was the interjec- 
tion of the Chinese question .into pol- 
itics, then for the first time. 'At San 
Francisco 
an anti-coolie association 


was formed and on April 19. 1867, sent 
invitations to the candidates for the 
Union nomination for Governor re- 
questing their views on the Chinese la- 
.bor 
question. Bidwell, Fay and Frank 


M. Pixley returned replies that were 
apparently satisfactory. 
But Gorham 


came out squarely in a letter that in 
this day can be characterized as that 
of a 
courageous 
and 
conscientious 


man. 
In the course of it he said. "Be- 


cause I am opposed to the coolie sys- 
tem, 
I am not the enemy of its vic- 


tims. I believe in the Christian relig- 
ion, and that rests upon the universal 
fatherhood of Godd and the universal 
brotherhood of man. The same God 
created both Europeans and Asiatics. 
No man of whatever race has any bet- 
ter right to labor and receive his hire 
therefor than has any other man. To 
controvert this is to contend with Him 
who said to man; 'In the sweat of thy 
face Shalt thou eat bread till thou re- 
turn into the ground.' As a question, 
then, of rigJft and wrong, I am as em- 
phatically opposed to all attempts to 
deny the Chinese the right to labor for 
pay. as I am to the restoration of Af- 
rican slavery whereby the' black men 
were compelled to labor without pay. 
This is with me an earnest conviction, 
the expression of which I have no de- 
sire to avoid." This .is not the flrst let- 
ter of a political character that turned 
the tide o either national or State pol- 
itics, and I am not so sure but that 
poor Job was about right when he 
wrote: "Oh, that one would hear me; 
behold my desire is that the Almighty 
would answer me, and that mine ad- 
versary had written a book." Had it 
not been for 
an 
unfortunate letter 


prompted by best motives, yet indis- 
creet, that Clay wrote at the time when 
the selection of President as between 
Jackson and Adams rested 
in the 


House of Representatives. Clay would 
have been President. In the famous 
Senatorial campaign in which Broder- 
ick and Gwin were involved a letter 
passed, that in its time was spoken of 
as the "scarlet letter." Truly it was 
fateful and carried a trail of blood. In 
1S57 
it was delivered from the hands of 


Gwin and represented that in consid- 
eration of his re-election to the United 
States Senate he would concede to 
Broderick the federal patronage of Cal- 
ifornia. 
Strangely that letter, the re- 


call of which was much desired, passed 
into the hands of William I. Ferguson, 
then 
a 
Senator 
from 
Sacramento 


county. It was supposed to toe in his 
desk in the Senate Chamber in the old 
State Capitol. Yet is was not there. 
That which gives its history are in 
the following words of David C. Brod- 
erick in the famous campaign of 1859: 
"I shall give to you the letter which I 
confidently believe was the cause of 
William I. Ferguson's death. 
When 


the death 'of Senator Ferguson was an- 
nounced, his'desk in the Senate Cham- 
ber was broken open, and his private 
papers searched for this letter with- 
out avail. Ferguson, on his death bed, 
related to James M. Estell why the 
fatal difficulty had been sought with 
him. 
He -told Estell where the letter 


could be found. 
Estell found it. and 


just previous to his own death. Estell 
told me where he had placed the let- 
ter. 
A curse seems to follow the se- 


cret possession-of this letter. I give 
it to! the public that the curse may re- 
turn to its author, that wherever he 
may go by day or night, where his 
presence can be recognized, the people 
shall only see the letter o£ disgrace 
worn on his forehead, as was the scar- 
let letter worn on the brea.st of Hester 
Prynne." It may be said that there 
was no discredit that Broderick re- 
ceived this remarkable letter 
from 


Gwin. I have always had a doubt if its 
text has ever been published. If it was, 
indeed, the scarlet letter, its work was 
fully accomplished. At the time when 
Broderick' read it in public Ferguson 
had fallen in a duel with Johnston, 
and Estell was dead. 
The curse, if 


that was what Broderick desired it 
should be relieved from, followed him. 
for within a month after he uttered 
those words he fell before the fire of 
Judge Terry in a duel that has its 
place in national history.

The suits were long drawn out, and

His marriage yesterday brings all

RAILROADS PLAN 


FOR PURE MILK 


NEW YORK, April 3.—Three 
trunk 


lines are reported by the Commissioner 
of Health to .have agreed that they will 


all their' milk to New York this 


summer In refrigerator cars, with every 
can and case packed in ice. The.smaller 
railroad lines are expected to follow the 
same plan. 
An inevitable result, the 
health officers say. will be a material re- 
duction in sickness among infants and 
consequents a lower death rate. 


There will be no rise in the price of 
milk in consequence of the purer supply. 
The expense incident to cooling the milk 
enroute to the city is small, no more 
than one or two cents for each forty- 
quart can. Elaborate plans are also being 
laid by the department to protect con- 
sumers during the coming warm season 
against impure or drugged product. Milk 
found to have been embalmed, with for- 
maldehyde is to be seized and destroyed. 
Even three drops of formaldehyde in a 
forty-quart can of milk will be sufficient 
to cause condemnation.
